Many farmers in Southern Al¬ 
berta have been agreeably sur¬ 
prised by this year’s wheat yields 
considering the very dry growing 
season. Yields of wheat at the 
Station were not very far below 
average. A ‘ field that has been 
continuously cropped for 39 years 
produced 10.6 bushels per acre as 
compared with an average of 12.0 
■bushels Similar figures for wheal! 
on fallow are 24.8 and 27.3 bush¬ 
els per acre. 

Rainfall, particularly in the 
growing months is a vital factor 
in producing crops. The rainfall 
recorded in April, May, June, and 
July of 1950 dt the Lethbridge Ex¬ 
perimental Station wn'.i 100, 0.91, 

1 33 and 1.77 inches respectively or 
a total of 5.01 inches. Similar long 
t me average figures are 1.11, 

2 35, 2.83, and 1.69 or a- i ota I of 
7.98 inches. This 2.97 inches be¬ 
low normal rainfa’i would in. 
most years iiave resulted in very 
low yields. 

There are other important wea¬ 
ther factor influencing crop pro¬ 
duction and these were evident 
this "year. Evaporation from a free 
water surface was practically the 
same during May this year as the 
inches. In June. 4.18 inches was 
lost ny evaporation as compared 
with an average of 4.67 inches. 
July was very outstanding with 
on’y 4.85 inches evaporated as 
compared with a long time aver¬ 
age of 6.15 inches. The tempera¬ 
tures in June was one degree be¬ 
low average while that for July 
was one and a half degrees be¬ 
low average. Bright sunshne in 
June was on hour less per day 
tihan average while in July there 
were .3 hours less than average. 
Total wind, mileage in Ju'y was 
8536 as compared with an aver¬ 
age of 9201 miles. 

The cooler and calmer weather 
in July can be creditted with sav¬ 
ing a rather unfavorable situation 
July in most years is best known 
for hot, drying winds. Water re¬ 
quirement of plants is high and 
soil mosture is seldom plentiful at 
this time.

A. M. Wilson, Ailbertas Fieid. 
Crops Commissioner, suggests that 
if Si few precautions are taken the 
danger of spoilage from heated 
grain can be reduced considerably*. 
Large quantities should not be 
stored in one bin. Grain in bins 
that are half filled is much easier 
to move around with shovel or 
auger if heating starts. Dry posts 
or boards thrust into the grain 
will aid air penetration and dry¬ 
ing. When feeding grain to live¬ 
stock use the tough grain first. 

In a season like this, says Mr. 
Wilson, it is well not to take it 
lor granted that the grain is dry. 
If there is any doubt about K be¬ 
ing tough examine it frequently. 
Once heating has started, neglect 
can result in rapid spoilage of the 
grain. An easy test is to ipush an 
iron rod or crowbar down into the 
grain and leave it there overnight. 
If in the morning the-rod is warm 
you may be sure that the grain 
needs attention.
